Only five years ago, a teacher 
armed with 4-bachelor’s degree 
could’expect to collect $4,985 the 
first year on the job. This year 
the average beginning salary is 
around $6,600,

1968 Firearm Deer Kill Reported Good 


LANSING — Michigan firearm 
deer “hunters, buffeted by gen- 
erally poor hunting conditions, 
{did surprisingly well this season 
by taking 89,750 animals, accord- 
‘ing toa preliminary estimate of 
the Department of Natural Re- 
sources (DNR). 


The DNR’s early reading onj 


the season’s harvest, promptly 
tabulated from its traffic counts 
along major north and south- 
bound highways of the state, 
points to a 12-percent lower take 
than the 1967 figure of 101,620. 

That estimate- will stand up as 
the best one available until next 
spring when the DNR completes 
its annual postcard survey of li- 
censed sportsmen to refine hunt- 
er success for this season. 

As projected from. traffic tal- 
lies, this season’s buck kill held 
up vet despite the foul weather 


fu GOO 


as it totaled an estimated 55,- 
500 animals. The 1967 buck hat- 
vest was pegged at 56,110. 

_ Accounting for the big differ- 
ence in this year’s overall take 
was the antlerless deer harvest 
which was -down to 34,250 ani- 
mals, as against 45,510 in 1967. 
This partly reflects a reduction 
in antlerless deer permit quotas 
set for northern Michigan. Com- 
pared with last year, these 
quotas were cut 10 percent for 
the Upper Peninsula and 7 per- 
cent for the northern L ower 
Peninsula, 


Impressions and” -observations: 
during the season, including the 
relatively good buck kill pie- 
ture, indicate to DNR game men 
that the deer ‘‘were there,” but 
the rains cut into hunting ef- 
fort at crucial times, such as 
opening weekend and during the 


Thanksgiving holiday period. 
Notes - DNR. .deer specialist 
Dave Arnold: “Once that early 
gun pressure was lost, it could- 
n't be recovered: Hunting effort 


never gets that intensive later 
in the season, Also the poor wea- 


kept deer inactive. Aftet the 
‘first few days of shooting and 
the continued bad weather, deer 
got even more wary. and harder 
to find as they holed up in 
heavier cover.” 

Arnold also observes that the 
percentage of 1% year old hucks 
examined at the DNR’s 5 road- 
side . checking stations. make it 
clear that there was-a “norm- 
ally good” crop of deer to be 
taken in northern Michigan, The 
situation was undoubtedly as 
good — if not better -—- in the 
southern farmbelt.

400, some 1,760 over a year ago. 
Favoring that higher harvest 
was generally good weather in 
the western end of the Upper 
Peninsula during the early going.

New Federal Law 
Will Control Gun and 
Ammunition Sales 


DETROIT — Sales of guns and 
ammunition will be controlled 
under the new Federal gun law 
which takes-effect Dee. 16. -. 

Rex D. Davis, assistant region- 
al commissioner of the Internal 
Revenue Service’s Alcohol and 
Tobacco Tax Division for the 5- 
state Central Region, which in- 
cludes Michigan, said IRS is 
preparing material to help gun 
dealers, gun buyers and collect- 
ors comply with the new Gun 
Control Act of 1988 which was 
enacted by Congress in October. 

Davis said the new law should 
Inot place any unreasonable re- 
strictions on the purchase or 
ownership of ordinary guns used 
for hunting, target shooting or 
other lawful purposes. } 

Persons under 21 will be pro-; | 
hibited from purchasing pistols, ! | 
revolvers, and ammunition for 
such weapons and persons under 
18 will not be permitted to pur- 
chase any firearms or ammuni- 
tion. : 

Sales will generally not be 
permitted to out - of - state res- 
idents, Davis said, although a 
person from an adjoining state} }; 
can buy a rifle or shotgun by, 4! 
complying with certain provi- 
sions of the new Act. Sales to 
residents of a state will be pro- 
hibited if possession of the fire- 
arm is not allowed by local

Revawp Food 


Secretary of Agriculture Or- 
ville L. Freeman announced a 
liberalization of the Food Stamp 
Program which will include ben- 
efits to more than 500,000 per- 
sons, 

Families with net incomes und- 
er $70 a month who take part in 
the Food Stamp Program can 
get more food for less cash 
starting Feb. 1, or soon after: 
ward. 

“This will move the lowest- 
income families in the Food 
Stamp Program closer to the 
goal of a fully sdequate low- 
cost diet — as close as we can 
get them with the funds and au- 
thority now available,’ the Sec- 
retary said: “It will also make 
it easier for more families to 
take part.” 

For example, a Midwest fam- 


pays $28 and gets $66 worth of} 
food stamp coupons. After the 
program changes, they will pay 
$26 and, get $66 worth of food 
stamp coupons. 

Participating State agencies 
are being informed immediately 
about the changes. How soon 
they will become fully effective 
after Feb. 1 depends on how 
fast State and local agencies can 
make the necessary administra- 
tive adjustments.
